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Cabinet Plans 
Emphasis on 


Strong Yen | 


In ’60 Budget 


The Cabinet yesterday decided 
to emphasize sound finance in 
compiling the fiscal 1960 budget 
in order to protect the value of 
the yen and stabilize Japan's in- 
ternational payments position. 

According to the basic budget 
compilation policy, the amount 
in the general account budget 
for fiscal 1960 will be limited to 
the income from ordinary fre- 
venue in order to prevent the 
state budget from overly sti- 
mulating the business boom. 

The amount of Government 
investments and loans will be 
fixed within the framework of 
funds to be raised by ordinary 
means. 

In the fiseal 1960 budget plan 
top priority will be given to 
allocation of funds for rehabill- 
tating areas devastated by ty- 

and other disasters and 
land maintenance projects. 
Funds to new projects will be 
kept as low as possible. 

Other outlays to be en 
priority in the budget include 
those for improvement of social 
welfare, promotion of science 
and technology, expansion of 
transportation and communica- 
tion facilities, advance of for- 
eign trade and rationalization 
of depredsed industries. 

The basic policy also lists an 
increase In the tariff duties on 
crude and heavy oils but no tax 
reduction for fiscal 1960. 

However, no decision has 
been made on the controversial 
issues .of whether to issue na- 
tional bonds, whether to estab 
lish a special account for anti- 
flood méasures and whether to 
terminate subsidies to the de- 
pressed shipping industry. 

The Finance Ministry. is 
scheduled to work out the draft 
of the fiscal 1960 budget on the 
basis of this basic policy and 

mt it to the Cabinet next 
esday. 

The ministry intends to have 
the Government draft of the 
budget finalized by Dec. 31, 

Yesterday's Cabinet meeting 
saw animated debate on the de- 
fense budget for fiscal 1960 be- 
tween Finance Minister Eisaku 
Sato and Defense ad Di- 
rector Munenori 

Akagi was strongly pritical of 
Sate’s proposal to hold down 
defense expenditures because 
the new Japan-U.S. Security 
Treaty would make it unneces- 
sary in fiscal 1960 for Japan to 
share expenses for the US. 
Security Forces here. 

Sato argued that the sched- 
uled reinforcement of the Self- 
Defense forces could be carried 
out without Increasing the de- 
fense spending over the pres- 
ent fiscal year’s. 

Foreign Minister Alichiro 
Fujiyama, also attending the 
Cabinet meeting, sided with 
Akagi on grounds that “it is 
not desirable” to depart from 
the original policy of “gradual- 
ly increasing” the country’s de- 
fense power at this time when 
the new security pact with the 
U.S. is about to be signed. 

A decision will be reached 
after another meeting between 
Sato and Akagi. 

The Finance Ministry has de- 
cided to restrict defense costs 
to a minimum in the next fis- 
cal year in order to secure neces- 
sary funds for flood control and 
other land maintenance meas-

Japan Snubs ROK 


Japan yesterday rejected the 
Republic of Korea's proposal of 
Dec. 11 calling for settlement of 
the North Korea repatriation

ourt of Justice at The Hague. 


Foreign Vice Minister Hisa- 
nari Yamada handed Japan's 
reply to ROK Ambassador Yiu 
Tai Ha at the Foreign Office at 
6 p.m. The rejection was made 
in the form of an aide memotre. 

The Foreign Office said yester- 

day that the aide memoire 
stated at the outset that issues 
such as those involving Take- 
shima Island and the Rhee Line 
should be appealed to the inter- 
national court for settlement 
because these involve difficult 
legal problems and are difficult 
to solve through diplomatic 
negotiations. 
+ The Japanese reply said that 
the North Korea repatriation 
concerns voluntary return of 
Koreans in Japan to North 
Korea and the problem is of a 
humanitarian nature involving 
the basic human rights which 
no government can violate. 

Therefore, the Japanese Gov- 
ernment had made it clear prior 
to the opening of the fourth 
Japan-ROK normalization talks 
and through them that Japan 
will proceed with the repatria- 
tion of Koreans in Japan to 
Communist North Korea on the 
basis of the free will of Koreans 
in accordance with the original 
policy, the reply said.

NAGOYA — Eighteen persons 
were injured in a hair-raising 
collision between an_ electric 
train and a dynamite-laden truck 

terday at a crowded railroad 
crossing. The dynamite narrow- 
ly missed exploding. 

The collision occurred on the 
main Nagoya line of the Nagoya 
Railway Co. at the Kawata rail- 
road crossing, located between 
Sagoro and Toyohashi. 

A truck belonging to the Ja- 
pan Truck Transportation Co. 
of Tokyo crashed through the 
crossing gate and hurtied head- 
long against the express train, 
derailing the first four coaches. 
The first coach lurched and top- 

over onto the truck, pin- 
ning it underneath.

jured in the crash. 

The truck carried 5,000 sticks 
of dynamite.

PARIS (UPI) — President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower arrived 
in France Friday and sped 
toward Saturday’s Western sum- 
mit meetings in Paris, carrying 
an olive branch for Presiden 
Charles de Gaulle. 


Immediately upon his arrival 
in Toulon from the cruiser Des 
Moines, Fisenhower told his 
French welcomers frankly that 
“dificulties and obstacles” ex- 
isted between the French and 
American nations, but they were 
not insurmountable. 

And he directly and warmly 
praised De Gaulle under whose 
leadership, he said, France—in 
concert with the United States— 
has made the pursuit of peace 
“stronger...than was possible 
ever in our history.” 

Eisenhower landed in Toulon 
as he and the British and West 
German Chiefs of Government 
converged on Paris to meet and 
plot means of winning an agree- 
ment with the Soviet Union to 
end the nuclear arms race.

“The agent was told that the 
shakers contained a ‘mild laxa- 
tive’,” the Army said, “Clini- 
cal analysis, however, proved 
that they contained atropine in 
sufficient quantity to cause seri- 
ous illness, the degree of which 
would depend upon the age and 
physical condition of the indi- 
vidual and the amount of ‘salt’ 
consumed.” 

The Army said the plot to 
poison RFE workers was dis 
covered by U.S. Counter Intel- 
ligence Corps (espionage) agents 
during its normal security op- 
erations in Germany.

Commenting on the Cabinet's 
basic budget compilation policy 
announced yesterday, Socialist 
Policy Board Chairman Tomomi 
Narita said that the greatest dif- 
ons 4 in the budget compila- 
tion lag in the scarcity of fiscal 
resources, which amounts to 
only ¥40,000-¥50,000 million. 


He attributed this to wasteful 
appropriations in the present 
fiscal year’s budget aimed at 
helping the Liberal-Democrats 
in the House of Councillors elet- 
tions in June. 


In solving the lack of fiscal 
funds fundamentally, - Narita 
urged, it is “reasonable” to cut 
down defense spendings.

Post Exchanges Stop Sale 
Of Controversial Watches

The U.S. Far East exchange 
service yesterday “temporarily 
suspended” the sale in military 
post exchanges of a Swiss-manu- 
factured watch which the U.S. 
Atomic Energy Commission 
(AEC) said may contain exces- 
sive amounts of radioactive 
material. 

A spokesman said the exch- 
ange system's Nov. 30 inventory 
showed there’ were only 90 of 
the watches Rolex GMT Master 
wist watches in the exchange 
system. The order to suspend 
sale of the watches was based 
on press reports from Washing- 
ton quoting the AEC, he said. 
No official word was received,

‘This analysis, he said, show- 
ed there was “no danger” in 
the watches. The results were 
completely negative, he em- 
phasized. 

Both the exchange service 
spokesman and the distributor’s 
office said it is possible this 
AEC report may pertain only to 
watches of this type in the 
United States. 

The exchange service spokes- 
man said a record was kept of 
all watches of this type sold 
and it would be a relatively sim- 
ple matter to track down the 
owners if there is serious 
danger. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
US. Atomic Energy Commis-

Toyo Spinning Co. Adopts 
New Automated System 


By SHELDON WESSON 


OSAKA—Toyo inning Co., 
Ltd., has develo a new con- 
tinuous automated cotton spin- 
ning system which runs from 
raw cotton to yarn in two oper- 
ations, and cuts labor require- 
ments in half compared with 
conventional systems. 


Following the development in 
recent years of other automated 
equipment—notably those of 
Kanebo, Kureha, Toyoda and 
OM—Japan seems to be yee d 
set in a position of world lead- 
ership in development of effi- 
cient spinning machinery. 


Toyobo's system provides draft 
ratios of from 400 to 700, com- 
pared with about 200 for pres- 
ent super-high-draft systems, 
and the company’s engineers 
are aiming at a draft ratio of 
1,000—a sort of dream figure— 
according to informed sources. 

It is understood that counts of 
yarn up to 60s have been spun 
satisfactorily on the experimen: 
tal machine, but that the sys- 
tem is considered best at around 
40s 


Toyosaburo Taniguchi, presl- 
dent of Toyobo, confirmed the 
basic general features of the 
new system in an interview, but 
decline ! to be quoted on figur: - 

After more n three years’ 
work, company engineers have 
a continuous automatic electro- 
nically controlled system from 
bale to sliver; then an automa- 
tic system from bale to cheese, 
he revealed. 

The floor space saving is con- 
siderable and labor require- 
ment is halved, he confirmed. 

Thé ultimate aim of Toyobo’s 
research is a single continuous 
system from bale to cheese. 
Presently, yarn breakage in the 
spinning zone must be attended 
to manually. To minimize the 
problem here requires close 
control and uniform quality of 
the sliver, he commented. 

Japanese mills are prohibited 
by law from increasing spindles, 
so this new system will grad- 
ually ay ce present machinery 
in the Toyobo mills, the pres- 
ident. said. He is willing to 
license the system for manufac- 
ture and use in the United 
States or other countries, and 
would welcome a connection- 
with an American textile com 
pany for this purpose, Taniguchi 
asserted.

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The Western Get-Together 


The Western Big Four are due to begin their summit 
talks in Paris today with President Eisenhower meeting 
through the weekend with President Charles de Gaulle, 
Prime Minister Macmillan and Chancellor Adenauer. 

It is the last phase of Mr. Eisenhower's successful 
tour of a number of countries and no doubt it poses the 


greatest problems. 


The American President has to face 


a situation in which the North Atlantic Treaty Organization, 
the mainstay of Western defense, has been somewhat 
battered by internal differences, and a united front by 
the Western powers for next year’s summit meeting with 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev is not yet sufficiently cemented. 


As a result of his journeying, President Eisenhower 
should be able to represent the views of an important 
part of the non-Communist world in his talks with the 
other Western leaders, and this fact should be of service 
to them in shaping a common policy for next year’s larger 
conference. Nevertheless, the immediate difficulties chiefly 
concern Western Europe. These difficulties fall into two 
main categories—defense preparations against possible ag- 
gression on the continent and economic and financial issues. 

Defense preparations, in the opinion of NATO military 
experts, demand integration of air and other forces. The 
NATO ministerial council did its best to reconcile conflicting 
opinions, but no doubt the question will be discussed further 
by the American and French presidents during the week- 


end. 


The ministers of the 15 NATO allies announced on 
Thursday night that the organization’s Permanent Council 
had been instructed to work out a 10-year plan covering 
objectives in the political, military, scientific and economic 
fields and also a policy on arms control. 


The ministerial council 


declared that the current 


defense plans remained valid in face of the still growing 
Soviet military strength, and that they were agreed that 
a determined effort was needed to guarantee the Western 


alliance’s necessary strength.

Although the quéstion of air defense integration is 
made less acute by the ministerial council's over-all de- 
cision, we can only hope that this weekend’s talks among 
the leaders in Paris will result in a clearer view of what is 
possible in the way of a greater coordination of defense 


plans. 


European members of NATO 


In the economic field, it seems only just that the 


should bear their full share 


of the cost of NATO defense preparations, and that trade 
rivalries should be amicably adjusted. 


We fear that both the Outer Seven 


and Inner Six 


plans cannot be entirely absolved from discriminatory 


ideas. 


The ruling motive should be to increase trade all 


round and not to restrict to certain prescribed channels 


what trade now exists. We 


believe that it would have 


been far better if the European nations had shown greater 
eagerness to liberalize trade rather than to create special 
commercial spheres of activity of an exclusive character. 
As it is, the example they have given is being followed 
elsewhere, and it is not surprising to see the Afro-Asian 
nations drafting a charter for an economic bloc to counter 
the European Common Market. 

There is a call for greater help to be given to under- 
developed countries but if international trade is to be 
divided up into segments, dominated by purely regional 


or political interests, the assistance given cannot be 


productive as it might otherwise be. 
The four Western heads of government might do well 


to give a lead to a freer exchange of g 


and services 


as Well as to see that no link in the chain of defense is 
weakened through poor economic conditions in any of 


the countries concerned. 


We must not, of course, fail to realize that the political 
situation dominates everything. A considerable easing of 
international tensions was felt immediately after Mr. 
Khrushchev’s recent visit to the United States, and the 
Camp David talks were hailed as creating a favorable 
atmosphere for the summit talks in which Soviet Russia 
would play its part. But today, as it has come to be 
realized that nothing really fundamental has been changed, 


the atmosphere is no longer so good. 


It is believed that the Communist bloc is just as 
much as ever seeking to expand its influence throughout 
the world. The Soviet disarmament proposals are regarded 
with misgiving because there is felt to be ground for 
thinking that Moscow’s aim is to weaken the defenses of 
the free nations in order to increase Communist pressure 
on their present position. Even if this view be erroneous, 
it is sufficiently strong to complicate all plans to reduce 
armaments, and, in this connection, it has to be borne 
in mind that the Communists still persist in declaring 
their system to be the best and that eventually it will be 


adopted by all nations. 


_ That the free peoples cannot believe; they feel they 
are on the defensive and that defense can only have a 
chance of being secured by as much united action among 


them as may prove possible.

Stationing of Troops 


The Supreme Court ruled 
Wednesday that the stationing 
of U.S. forces in Japan is legal 
and thus, in effect, upheld Ja- 

an’s alliance with the United 

tates, one of the most import- 
ant of the security arrange- 
ments in the Far East. 


At the center of the legal 


‘dispute was the so-called “no- 


war” clause of the Japanese 
Constitution which renounces 
the right to maintain “land, sea 
and air force, as well as other 
war potential.” 

Ate not the Japanese Self- 
Defense Forces actually an army, 
ravy and air force, though limit- 
ed in size and power? Under 
the Constitutional ban on “war 

tial,” this kind of question 
seems logically inevitable, and 
this situation has been fully ex- 
ploited by the opposition Social- 
ist Party and other leftist circles 
in this country in an effort to 
cast a slur upon the Self-De- 
fense Forces. If that question 
is formally raised in litigation, 
the’ Supreme Court will, of 
course, be the ultimate auth- 
ority to give the answer. 


Theoretically, there is another 
question as to the legality of 
the U.S. Security Forces station- 
ed in Japan. But this question 
remained in the background 
until it was raised by the Tokyo 
District Court on March 30, this 


year.

Ruled Consonant With

Akio Date of the district court 
surprised the nation then by 
asserting that the stationing of 
U.S. forces in Japan is a viola- 
tion of the Japanese Constitu- 
tion. Three students and four 
workers were being tried for 
trespassing upon the US. mill- 
tary base at Sumakawa in the 
summer of 1957. But the legal 
question raised by Judge Date 
seemed so important that the 
existence of the seven defen- 
dants became almost forgotten 
by the public: 

If the presence of U.S. f 
in Japan really contravenes the 
Constitution, the Japanese Gov- 
ernment would have to ask the 
United States to withdraw its 
forces from Japan. But the 
Japanese Government, on the 
other hand, is obligated to allow 
the stationing of U.S. forces 
under the terms of the Security 
Treaty and the Administrative 

ment. 

Although Judge Date did not 
claim the right to probe inter- 
national treaties, his ruling has 
logically put the above two ac- 
cords in doubt, surely a cause 
for serious concern for both the 
Japanese and U.S. governments.

PARIS—President Eisenhower 
now faces the toughest part of 
his trip. The tumult and the 
shouting of countries which 
never before have seen a Pres- 
ident of the United States is 
over. The eastern princes and 
potentates are of the past. Ike 
now enters a rt of Europe 
where he is old hat, where they 
have seen several Presidents of 
the United States and where 
they welcomed him down the 
Champs Elysee no less than 
three months ago. He will also 
have to sit down opposite some 
of the toughest, shrewdest dip- 
lomatic bargainers in diplomacy. 


In that bargaining he facés 
chiefly the question of the 
future of Berlin. But behind 
Berlin, and much more impor- 
tant because they influence the 
fate of Berlin are two key fac- 
tors: 


Factor No. 1—He will find ported 


Western Europe split—just as 
he found the Mediterranean 
countries and Asia split over 
his talks with Khrushchev, and 
over relaxing the cold war. He 
will find Chancellor Adenauer 
of Germany and President De 
Gaulle of France lined up on 
one side against relaxation with 
himself and Prime Minister 
Macmillan on the other in favor 
of relaxation. 

Factor No. 2—Is the pheno- 
minal economic progress of Ger- 
many and European worry over 
it. 

This worry will be hanging 
over the conference table and 
will materially affect the ques- 
tion of risking war to protect a 
Berlin whose products are com- 
peting with Allied products all 
over Europe and to unite a Ger- 
many which is already strong 
without any unification. 


Miraculous Comeback

The Supreme Court decision 
on the controversial Sunakawa 
case Wednesday had been ex- 
pected.

Coal Industry Policy 

A tentative coal industry 
policy drafted by Dr. Hiromi 
Arisawa for recommendation to 
the Government envisages a cut 
of ¥1,200 in the per-ton coal 
selling price as against ¥800 as 
proposed by the Coal Associa- 
tion. The ¥1,200 reduction may 
seem difficult to realize for coal 
producers, but it is a minimum 
necessity for them to maintain 
the present level of eoal con- 
sumption. Otherwise they will 


lose much of their markets as 
demand for heavy oil is on the 
increase. Although the Art- 
sawa plan leaves much to be 
desired in many respects, it is 
hoped that the Government will 
thrash out a concrete and sys- 
tematic coal rsa Pr grr as 
soon as possible. e longer 
the action is delayed, the worse. 
will the labor management dis- 
pute grow to drive the industry 
into a tighter spot.—Hokkaido 
Shimbun (Sapporo) 


Agricultural Corporations 

The Agriculture-Forestry 
Ministry was wise in deciding 
to present to the coming ordi- 
nary Diet a bill authorizing the 
nation’s farmers to organize 
agricultural corporations as an 
enterprise. The movement 
started by farmers to set up 
agricultural corporations was 
one of the outstanding events 
in agricultural circles in the 
current year. It is significant 
in that the movement is sure 
to eventually lead to improve- 
ment of the country’s agricul- 
tural composition.

Lufthansa, the German air- 
line, is a typical illustration of 
Germany's comeback. After the 
war, European airlines sprang 
up everywhere—too many of 
them. They got a long start 
ahead of Germany and nobody 
really expected Lufthansa to 
rise from the ashes of defeat. 
But it has. And through just 
a little more effort at efficiency 
and courtesy it is taking custom- 
ers away from old entrenched 
lines. 

With this German resurgence, 
however, the British, the Norwe- 
gians, the Danes, the Dutch— 
all NATO nations—are asking 
whether history is going to 
repeat all over again. As long 
as Adenauer is in power they 
aren’t worried. They also have 
confidence in the man he’s re- 
grooming as his succes- 
sor, Franz Josef Strauss, Min- 
ister of Defense. But after that 
—there’s a big question mark. 
Outside NATO there is an 
even bigger question mark re- 
garding a strong united Ger- 
many. The Poles are worried 
over German agitation for the 
return of disputed portions of 
East Prussia. A united Germany 
would be in a position to do 
more than agitate, 


Strange Pair 

In Vienna last May a huge 
mass-meeting of Sudeten Ger- 
mans demanded that the Sude- 
tenland be sliced off Czechoslo- 
vakia. It sounded like history 
repeating all over again; for it 
was Hi s march into Czecho- 
slovakia to take the Sudeten- 
land in 1938 which made World 
War II almost certain. 

Polish and Czech fears are 
an important reason why Pre- 
mier Khrushchev won't back 
down. too far in regard to Ber- 
lin. They don’t want a strong 
Germany, and politics being 
what it is, even Communist po- 
litics, Khrushchev has to show 
that he is a strong protector of 
satellite rights. 

Finally, there’s a lot of quiet 
sentiment among West Germans 
themselves to 1ét well enough 
alone. Why take on the head- 
aches and disruptions of trying 
to join a part of Germany 


‘which is completely socialized 


in trade and industry to a free 
enterprise, highly prosperous 
West Germany? ' 

So with the death of John 
Foster Dulles, no great cham- 
pion remains of a united Ger- 
many—except Chancellor Ade- 
nauer and his new-found friend 
Charles de Gaulle. Both are 
stubborn men. They will make 
a strange team in urging Eisen- 
hower and Macmillan that there 
be no compromise over Berlin. 

Ike's Triumph 

No matter how vigorously 
they may argue, however, the 
trump card is in Eisenhower's 
hand. Im case of war, the de 
fense of Europe would fall upon 
the United States. France, 
which has pulled most of its 
divisions out of Europe to police 
Algeria, is in no position to de 
fend anything. Nor is West 
Germany, at the moment, with 
a small newly-trained army. 

It’s the rule of diplomacy that 
the nation which bears the bur- 
den of war must call the shots 
in decisions which may lead to 
war. So Eisenhower is in the 
driver’s seat to-call the shots. 

The interesting thing to watch 
is whether the persuasive argu- 
ments of the Presidents and 
Prime Ministers of Turkey, 
Greece, Pakistan, Iran and to 
some extent Italy against relax- 
ing the cold war, may have un- 
laxed him. Ejisen:.ower made 
the long trip to their countries 
to sell these leaders on his talks 
with Khrushchev. But were 
they able to sell him on revers- 
ing his Khrushchev policy? 

The public will know the an- 
swer from the results of Paris. 
All that can be said at this 
point is that they sure tried,

lic. Although the Supreme 
Court ordered retrial of the 
seven defendants by the Tokyo 
District Court, the Supreme 
Court ruling on the Constitu- 
tional questions is final. The 
ruling will no doubt have an 
important bearing upon. the 
future, and it seems worthwhile 
to know precisely what the 
Supreme Court did say and 
what it did not. 

The Supreme Court ruled 
that the no-war; clause of the 
Constitution does not deny the 
inherent right of self-defense to 
Japan, a sovereign state. This 
ruling, however, is nothing new 
in itself because the right of 
selfdiefense as such has been 
widely recognized by jurists in- 
cluding Judge Date himself. 

But it is one thing to have 
a certain right, and to perpe- 
tuate that right with force is 


another. The Constitutional 
ban on “ potential” may be 
taken as ering the Self-De- 
fense Forces illegal. Judge 


Date reasoned along this line. 

The Supreme Court ruling, 
however, did not refute Judge 
Date on this point. It is surely 
one important point left un- 
answered by the Supreme 
Court. But, since it is not és- 
sential, though closely related, 
to the case, it may be left out 
from adjudication. In view of 
the political commotion follow- 
ing- the Date sentence, it may 
have caused mi derst g 
if the Supreme Court created an

impression that it was going 
out of its Way to defend the 
status of the Self-Defense 
Forces. 


As for the legality of US. 
forces in Japan, however, the 
Supreme Court clearly said that 
the U.S. forces are not the 
“war potential” in the Constitu- 
tional sense because they are 
not under Japanese command. 
This view is diametrically op- 
posed to the Late sentence. 

Moreover, the Supreme Court 
considers the U.S. forces to be 
something similar to the U.N, 
forces because the U.S. forces 
are stationed in Japan to main- 
tain peace and security in and 
around Japan. 

Since the sentence said the 
U.S. forces do not constitute 
Japan’s war potential, the 
moral affirmation of the mis- 
sion of the U.S. forces may seem 
technically superfluous. But, in 
a sense, it must be regarded as 
the heart of the Supreme Court 
sentence. 

Moral Aspect 

The US. forces in Japan are 
basically different from the 
Russian forces in Hungary. 
This statement may seem to be 
political, but on that basis alone 
can the Supreme Court sentence 
be fully understood. 

After the sentence was hand- 
ed down, the opposition Social- 
ist Party and other leftist circles 
denounced it as “politically in- 
fluenced.” The ease with which 
the leaders of a_ responsible 
political party can slight the 
dignity of the nation’s indepen- 
dent judicature is really remark- 
able,. 


While the allegation of “polit- 
ical pressure” is utterly sense- 
less, a deeper moral meaning 
should be sought in the Su- 
preme Court sentence. If that 
is political, the sentence may be 
called political. 

As a matter of fact, however, 
various comments made in the 
three days since Wednesday 
have somewhat neglected that 
aspect of the Supreme Court 
ruling. 

Quoting the preamble of the 
Constitution, the Supreme Court 
said Japan was offsetting the de- 
ficiency in her own defense 
power by “trusting in the justice 
and faith of the peace-loving 
peoples of the world.” This 
phrase in the preamble appeared 
to lend itself to literal inter- 
pretation when the Constitution 
was drafted with the approval 
of the Allieti occupation. Earlier, 
Japan was branded as a bellicose 
militaristic nation, stripped of 
armaments and placed under 
the surveillance of what may 
be called “the peace-loving 
peoples of the world.” 


New Interpretation — 

But the emergence of inter- 
national communism as a threat, 
even more ruthless than Japa- 
nese and German nationalism, 
rendered that phrase in com- 
bination with the_no-war clause 
virtually meaningless. And now 
the Supreme Court of Japan has 
come up with a new interpreta- 
tion that same phrase, in 
which apparently the Free 
World is meant by “the peace- 
loving peoples of the world.” 

In this view, it would seem 
only natural even if the Supreme 
Court affirmed the constitution- 
ality of the Japan-U.S. Security 
Treaty. But that would mean 
that the court has the power to 
probe international treaties, an 
assertion again open to legal 
controversy. Instead, the Su- 
preme Court withheld its judg- 
ment on the Security Treaty 
itself: 

But the court affirmed as con- 
stitutional the right of the Gov- 
ernment to enter into security 
arrangements with other coun- 
tries, and also acknowledged 
the fact that the Security Trea- 
ty was ratified by the legisla- 

ve branch of the Government 
with due regard to constitution- 
al questions. _ 

All in all, the sentence on the 
Sunakawa trial is indeed a his- 
toric document deserving close 


attention by the entire nation. of

I have a check for $100 given 

to me to be used for the relief 

of atomic bomb victims in Hiro- 
shima who are suffering from 
keloid burns. Of course $100 
is not much, but the donor 
promised that it was just a start 
and a lot more would follow. 

This is what 
happened one 
night last week. 
I got a call from 
a stranger ask- 
ing me if I could 
spare about an 
hour for him. I 
went to a cer- 
tain hotel and 
was met by a/| 
2andsome man, 
perhaps in his 
late 30s, from 
El Salvador in Central America. 
He was a businessman called 
Jose Charur here on a short 
trip. 

Irritated with the slow prog- 
ress of business transactions 
with Japanese firms he took a 
week off and went to Hiroshima. 
There, something happened to 
the man when he saw a book 
of photographs published by Ken 
Domon, the noted photographer. 
The book is a compilation of 
photographs of keloid victims 
who have almost been forgotten 
by the public after 14 years 
since the tragic day when the 
first atomic bomb was dropped 
on Hiroshima. 


The disfigured human bodies 
shocked Charur. He said, “I 


then began to think of the whole. 


world and of myself.” He be- 
eame disgusted with the degra- 
dation of human beings which 
had brought about such suffer- 
ing to innocent people. He was 
sad and a with himself, 
too, because he thought he had 
been wasting his life by going 
after material gain, 


“They suffer because of the 
sins committed by human be- 
ings who have forgotten God's 

ve and His mercy.” So say- 

g he asked me if I believed 
in God, 


Charur then added that the 
whole world is responsible for 
alleviating the physical and 
mental agony of the victims and 
that he was determined to do 
his share. He explained how 
he ‘was struggling to reform 
himself, fighting against ever 
present temptations in Tokyo. 


“My primary purpose in life 
was to make money through 
business,” he explained, “but I 
have discovered that there are 
more important.and essential 
things in this world.” While 
talking he walked around the 
room and tried his best with his 
limited knowledge of English to 
convey to me what was in his 
mind. It was evident that he 
was in mental conflict. 


Charur felt the urgency for 
disarmament, because if one 
little nuclear bomb inflicted 
such damage the stockpile of 
stronger nuclear weapons would 
bring annihilation to human be- 
ings. He then sent Domori’s 
book of photographs titled 
“Hiroshima,” to 12 men who he 
thinks, have the destiny of the 
world in their hands, namely, 
Jack Kennedy, Democratic as- 
pirant for the presidential elec- 
tion, U.S.A; larry Truman, ex- 
President, U.S.A. Charlies de 
Gaulle, Nikita Krushchev, Mao 
Tse-tung, David Ben-Gurion, 
Pope John, Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Winston Churchill, Jawa- 
harlal Nehru, Harold Macmillan 
and Gamal Abdel Nasser. 

Charur then gave me the 
check assuring me that I would 
be getting $1 million for A-bomb 
victims from all over the world 
including himself. 

I shall always remember the 
meeting with the man who is 
naturally handsome and made 
more handsome because of his 
spiritual suffering.

In Good Health 


Granting that the onlooker 
sees most of the game, the latest 
report from the United Nations 
Economic Commission for Eu- 
rope makes very encouraging 
reading. It expresses little 
doubt that in most Western 
European countries investment, 
incomes and consumption will 
continue to increase. Nor does 
it appear to see any great dan- 
ger of inflation once again ap- 
pearing on the scene. 


Despite the high levels of em- 
ployment and activity already 
achieved, the commission con- 
siders that the likelihood of in- 
flation is much smaller now 
than in comparable situations 
since the end of the Second 
World War. One of the reasons 
for this is given as the strong 
balance of payments position, 
tariff reductions and the liber- 
alization of imports, particular- 


ly from North America, which’ 


Should enable any excess de- 
mand to be mopped up through 
increased imports. 


A particularly encouraging 
picture is given of Britain's 
economic developments, with 
reference to “an uninterrupted 
growth in industrial output” 
showing since April an increase 
of beiween 5 and 6 per cent 
compared with the sutmer 
months of the year before, The 
pattern has varied from coun- 
try to country. The West Ger- 
man economic recovery has cen- 
tered on capital goods industries 
with only small gains to con- 
sumers, while the French have 
been more successful in ex- 
ports than in expansion at 
home, All three countries still 
have spare industrial capacity 
to take up which should give 
higher output without higher 
prices.
